the eleuenth of Febzuarie in the cuening, being placed in 
th: guleries and windowes about his highnes Court of 
w ite hall, and inthe fight of thauſands af propte,inany ars 


tificiall concluſions in Fire wo2kes were vpon the Ten 
perfozmed, and that ihe pleaſurable ſights on the water, 


might eg aal the ſumptuous ſhowes on the land, thus they 
began: Firſt,foz a welcome to the beholdets, a pe ale of oꝛdi⸗ 
nante like vnto a terrible thunder ratled in the aper, and 
ſeed as it were to ſhake the earth: Immediatelp vpon 
this, a Racket of ite burſt from the water, and maunted 
ſo high into the e Element that it dazzled the beholders eres 
toloke after it. Sctondly, followed a uainbet me2e of the 
ſaine faſhion, ſpzedving ſo trangely wich lparkling bla⸗ 
zes, that the ſaie ſeemed to be filled with fire, 02 that there 
had bene a combate of dart ing ſtartes fighting in the ayze, 
and all the time theſe continued, cettaine cannons planted 
in the fields adtopning made thundz ng muſicke, tothe 
great pleaſure of the beholders. After this, an artificiall 
fitewoꝛke w:th great wonder wasſgne flying in the ay2e, 
like vnto a dꝛagon, againſt which an other fiery v fon ap- 
9 llaming ltke to Saint Geo ge 0 Hozſeback 
bꝛought in by a burning Jachantreſe, bettuane whic 
was 
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| was fought a moſt ſtrange battell continuing a quarter of 104 
an hower oꝛ meze : the dꝛagons being vanguiched, ſa med il 
| to roze like thunder, and withall burſt in paces and vani- 1 
ſhed, but the champion with his flaming hozſe fo2 alitle s 
| time made a ſhew of a truimphant conquelt,and ſo ceaſed, | 
After this, was heard an other ratling ſound of Cannons, 14 
almeſt couering the aper with fire and \moake, and foꝛth⸗ T | 
| wich appeared out of a hill ofearth made vpon the water, a | 
very ſtrange fire flaming vpzight like vnto a blazing 1 
| | Narre: After which flew fozth a number of rackets ſo high 14 
ö in the apꝛe, that we could not chuſe but appꝛoue by all rea⸗ © 
ſons that Arte hath exceeded N iture, ſo artifictally were 4 
they perfoꝛmed, and (till as the Chambers and Tulacrines 
plaide vpon the earth, the fire wozkes danced in the ayꝛe, ts 
the great delight of his Vixhies, and the other Painces, 
D at of the ſame mount oꝛ hill of earth fle an other ſtiãge 
pute of artiſiciall fire woꝛke, which was in the likenes of 
a hunted Hart, running vpon the waters ſo ſwiftly, as it 
had bene chated by many huntſmen. After the ſame, iſſued 
out ok the mount, a number ot hunting hounds made all of 
fice burning, purſuing the afozeſatd Harte vp and downe 
the waters, making many rebounds and turnes with 
much ltrangenes ; (kipping in the ayꝛe, as it had bene a 
vſual hunting yyon land. Lheſe are the delights or P3in- 
tes, and pꝛompt is the wit of man fo confrine Pzinces 
pleaſures. Where Kings commands be, Art ie ſkretcht to 
the true depth: 4s the perfozmanceof theſ?C:nginers hane 
appꝛoned. But noſu again to out withed ſports, when this 
fierp hunting ertingmiched, and that the Clementsalittie 
cleared from fire and ſmoke, there tame ſayling vp, as it 
were vpon the Seas, certame chip ges ind gallies bꝛauely 
rigd with top and toy gullant, with their flingesand ſtrea⸗ 
mers wauing like men of warre, which rep2oſented achzi⸗ 
tian H. ue oppoſed 1g unſt = Turkes, were alter they 
had 
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hay a while houered, pꝛeparing as it were to make an ins 
curfion into the Turkiſh countrey, they were diſconered 
by two Towers 0; Caſtles of deſente, ſtrongly ſutniſted te 
intercept all ſuch inuading purpoſes, ſo ſending fozth the 
repozts of acanon, they were bzauely anſwered with the 
like from the gallies, banding fire and powder one from 
an other, as if the God of battels had bene there pzeſent, 
Pere was the manner of a Sea Fight rightly perfozmed; | 
Firſt by aſſayling one an other, all ſtriuing foz vicozie, | 
and purſuing each other with Fire and woꝛd, the Culue⸗ 
rines merily plaid beiwirt them, and made the ayꝛe xe⸗ 
ſound with thundzing Ecchces, and at laſt, to rep:eſent 
the ioyes of a vicozie, the caſtles were ſacked, burned and 
ruinated, and the defenders of the ſame fozced to eſcape 
with great danger. | 
During the time of all theſe triumphant exerciſes, 
% there was not a man vnbuſied but enery one labozed, ſomt {| 
on Land, ſome on Mater, ſome one wap, ſome an other, to 
mous his -Pighnes, and the reſt of his pꝛincelp friends 
a pleaſing content, which hee and the other Princes 
with a gratious acceptance, applauded, to the great com- 
fozt of the perfozmers, and no litle toy to the be holders. 
The next mozning,being fryday,his highnes, not inten⸗ 
ding to grace the following ſpoꝛts with his pꝛeſente, gaue 
cauſe of fozbearice,with ſome teſt to the @nginersfo2 their 
great tople the night befoze, $Pozeouer, it was thought 
conuenient that a whole dayes pꝛeparatid ſhould be made, 
in p2oniding againſt the @aterdayes paſtimes, which mo⸗ 
ned a moze longing deſire in the harts ot his ſubiecs to ſa 


the ſame, which at the time appointed was in this maner 
accomplied,

King, and the Nobilities tarriance fo2 the repꝛeſentatids, 
0 which was anſwered with an Intelligente by the repozt, 

from a great cannon, whereupon a certaine Ueneſian 

men ol Marre, and a ſhip called a Caruell, came pꝛoudlp 
| with their flagges and colours ſayling vp, in the ſight of 
. ſeuenteen Turkiſh gallies which lay houering vpon Lam-

as if the danger of ſuch an Enferpziſe had bene by true 
action attempted, all which explaines the honoꝛs of mar-

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| the true manner of ſuch like incounters. Wut not to be 
t troubleſome in my diſcourſes, J will b2icfly explaine the

| ſaleties: they ſpared neither powder nos pollicie,to ſacks |

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one an other, but on both ſides beſtird themſelnes ſs 
b:auely, that his Yighnefſe withall the reſt of his atten- 
| dants were therewith much delighted: At laſt the Gallies 
being ouercharged with long and fozward incounters of 
| the Engliſh gauie, foꝛ refuge and ſhelter made new vnto 
the Caſtle, which began likewiſe to play bzauely vpon the 
| Engliſh,and with their thundering ozdinance made as it 
were the ground to ſhake. The Kings Naute fo anſwere 
| them was not backward inaperfozmance, but made the 
| Apze gloinis With fire and ſmoake ro2zering from their 
lowos mouthed Cannons. The fight ko: a time conti- 
nued fiercely, the viaozie leaning to neither ſide,either of 
| thein attempting ts aſſault and board each other, but at 
| laſt the Gallies being ſoze bzuzed and beaten, be zan to 
yeld, wherevpon the Engliſh Admirall fell downe and 
taſt anker befo2e the Caſtle, and then ſpared not in the beit 
manner to thunder off their Oꝛdinance, whereat the 
yeldedboth Caſtle and Gallies, and ſubmitted | 
thoconqueſt of the Engliſh Adinicall, who fiered.many of { 
the (aid Gallies, ſacked the Caſtle , and toke pziſoner the i ' 


Turkiſh Admirall, with diners Bachawes and other 
great Turkes, and alſo recouered the /cx:1447 and Ypan// 
Shippes, beſoze taken by the Gallies. After the perfoz- 4 
of all theſe afozeſaid, the Engliſh Admirall, in a i | 
molt tryumphant manner carriedas a p2iſoner, the Ad- ;

After cowe the Lady Z/izabech, 
in her Utrgin-rebes, ciot bed in a cure cl White Patten 
rithly embꝛodered, les d be wænc her icrell bꝛethei Paince

Alter them followed th:& Charriotsof qpaſkers ant 
Reuellets, in garments of a meruellous faſhicri,ſo attifici- 
ally diſgniſed,that they moucd much wonder Upon them 
attended a number of Fotemen, bearing burning to:ches, 
end withall, man trumpets ſe unding welodiorfly;which 
was a ſight both te Cre and Care, ofan exceding glozie : 
Sheſe perldꝛmed maup detigheftll Vances in his Vightis 
pꝛeſente, and otber paftimes of pleaſure, fo the great ti m- 
fozt of all the beholdets, and to the high honoats of this
